The State Of The President 


i^ N E year ago, Harry Truman wag aaking the 
^ 
p eop le of the United Btatea to p ut p ressure 
on Congress for immediate action on p rop osals 
w'hich he said were indisp ensable. 


"The American p eop le,’’ he said, "are the most 
p owerful 
p ressure bloc In the world.’’ 
They 
should order Congreaa, therefore, to continue 
p rice control, p ass a ao-calied full emp loyment 
bill, adop t his vertlun of facuflndlng in labor 
disp utes, ap p rove h it version of fair emp loyment 
p ractices, sup p ort hla version of unemp loyment 
comp ensation, and take im mediate action on bia 
versions of p ublic health legislation, universal 
training, p ublic housing, minimum wages, exec­ 
utive war p ow eii, and ao forth. 


Mr. Trum an said to the American p eop le, In 
effect, that he alone—and his leftist advisers— 
knew w hat was good ffiT thia country; that Con­ 
gress could not be trusted, that the p eop le should 
signify thia to their congressmen by ordering 
them to swallow the executive p rogram hooi^, 
line and linker. To thia curloui outburst of dic­ 
tatorial ranting by a man who should have known 
b itter, the p eop le said, "Phooey”, moat congreat- 
m en said, "N uts’’, and Mr. Trum an began to 
find out, the hard way, that he never waa meant 
to be a man on horseback. 
Hla education waa advanced rap idly last fall 
■when his p arty and Us leftist were rejected at 
the p olls. 
His 19 47 meaaage to Congresi on tha State of 
th e Union reveals a chief executive with a 
changed p oint of view. In 19 47, Mr. Truman asks 
co-op eration from a Congress in which Rep ubll- 
cana are a majority. There is no hint of atrong- 
antilng, or p ressure. Some of hla 114* p rop oaali

Sp ecific recommendationa of the p residential 
m essage to Congress are relatively unim p ortant. 
T he only recommendationa with any legislative 
Im p ortance In ^1947 are those being p rep ared by 
the Rep ublican raajorltlea In the Houae and Sen­ 
ate. But It ii Im p ortant that Mr. Trum an has said 
w hat he had to say in a conciliatory tone and 
th a t w hat he had to aay ahowa he ia no longer 
confused by two hallucinations that handicap p ed 
him a year ago. 
Mr. Truman no longer Imagines that he U a 
man on horseback, able to chop off heads. 
Mr. Truman no longer imagines th at a small 
m inority clustered about Henry A. W allace is 
anything but a small minority clustered about 
H enry A. Wallace.

Urban Blight 


'T 'H E 
best-known 
characteristic 
of American 
cities—far better known than their p ark Sys­ 
tem s, p ublic buildings, or high-class residential 
dlstricU —is urban b lig h t 
This may not be a slum in all cases, but merely 
an area in which haaithy growth for one reason 
or another has been arrested. In the usual sense 
of the word, alum m eans deterioration of p rop - 
orty. 
In aay event, the result is that a city ia handi­ 
cap p ed by the p resence of an area which handl- 
cap s Its p rop er growth. The American Society of 
Planning Officials recently made a survey of 
these conditions and step s being taken to im­ 
p rove them. It found that Chicago, Detroit, In­ 
dianap olis, Providence, Pittsburgh, Philadelp hia 
and Milwaukee all have p rograms under way. 
Many new ideas are being ap p lied to solving 
the p roblem —and every city has it, to some de­ 
gree. One of the ideas is to clear blighted land 
by p ublic actltn and p ublic funds and thereafter 
to turn It over to p rivate enterp rise for redevel­ 
op m ent under arrangem ents giving back to gov- 
•m m ent Its original Investment, p lus Interest, 
p lus assurance of higher tax revenues from the 
■alvaged areas. Another is a m eant of meaauriug 
municip al blight on a com p arative basis, to ahow 
w here and when it la necessary to undertake 
redevelop m ent, A common tendency in all p lans 
for redevelop m ent is to include p rovisions for 
adequate p arks and schools, as insurance against 
recurrence of blight 
Most cities grew hap haxardly, which accounts 
for the fact that their blighted areas frequently 
are situated in w hat should be some of their 
m ost valuable land. But it is in the nature of 
the blight itself that, once it occur» , it cannot be 
•radicated exgep t by the m ost drastic means. 
T he American Society of Planning Officials finds 
reason to believe these m eans ar* being found, 
under the tested rule that necessity is the mother 
of Invention.

O 
NE year ago, Harry Truman wa* asking the 
people of tile United State* to put pre**ure 
on Congress for immediate action on proposals 
which he said were indispensable. 


"The American people," he said, "are the most 
powerful 
pressure bloc 
in

world.” 
They 
should order Congress, therefore, to continue 
price control, pass a so-called full employment 
bill, adopt his version of facLfindlng in labor 
disputes, approve his version of fair employment 
practices, support his version of unemployment 
compensation, and take immediate action on his 
versions of public health legislation, universal 
training, public housing, minimum wages, exec­ 
utive war powers, and so forth. 


Mr. Truman said to the American people, in 
effect, that he alone— and hie leftist advisers— 
knew what was good for this country; that Con­ 
gress could not be trusted; that the people should 
signify this to their congressm en by ordering 
them to sw allow the executive program hoolf, 
lin e and sinker. To this curious outburst of dic­ 
tatorial ranting by a man who should have known 
better, the people said, "Phooey", m olt congress­ 
men said, “Nuts", and Mr. Truman began to 
find out, the hard way, that he never was meant 
to be a man on horseback. 
His education was advanced rapidly lust fall 
when his party and its leftist were rejected at 
the polls. 
H is 1947 m essage to Congress on the State of

'-p H E 
b estknow n 
characteristic 
of 
American 
^ cities—far better known than their park ays- 
tems, public buildings, or high-class residential 
district* —is urban blight. 
This may not be a alum in all case*, bu t merely 
an area in which health y growth for ona reason 
or another has been arrested. In the usual tense 
of th* word, alum m eans deterioration of prop­ 
erty. 
In auy event, the result Is that a city la handi­ 
capped by the presence of an area which handl 
caps its proper growth. The American Society of 
P lanning Officials recently made a survey of 
thee* conditions and steps being taken to im ­ 
prove them. It found that Chicago, Detroit, In­ 
dianapolis, Providence. Pittsburgh, Philadelphia 
and M ilwaukee all have program s under way. 
Aiany new ideas are being applied to solving 
th e problem —and every city haa it, to nome de­ 
gree. One of the ideas is to clear blighted land 
by public action and public funds and thereafter 
to turn it over to private enterprise for redevel­ 
opm ent under arran g em en ts giving back to gov­ 
ern m en t Its original investm ent, plus interest, 
plus assurance of higher tax revenues from the 
salvaged areas. A nother Is a m eans of measuring 
municipal blight on a com parative basis, to show 
w here and when it it necessary to undertake 
redevelopm ent. A common tendency In all plans 
for redevelopment is to include provisions for 
adequate parks and schools, as Insurance against 
recurrence of blight. 
Most cities grew haphazardly, which accounts 
for the fart th at their blighted areas frequently 
are situated in w hat should he some of their 
m ost valuable land. But It Is in th# nature of 
the blight itself that, once it occurs. It cannot be 
•radicated except by the m ost drastic means. 
T h e American Society of Planning Officials finds 
reason to believe these m eans ar* being found, 
under the tested rule th at necessity Is the mother 
of Invention.

much power. From 1937 on, no im­ 
portant New 
Deal 
proposal 
was 
adopted by Congress. 
And afte r a 
few years Mr. Roosevelt refrained 
from sending to Congress some 
proposals which zealous New Deal­ 
ers urged upon' him. 


AS TH E WAR approached. Con­ 
gress, in the spirit of emergency, 
gave to Mr. Roorevelt power* that 
were called for, first by prepared­ 
ness and later by war Itself. P res­ 
ently 
the old 
feeling about 
Mr. 
Roosevelt revived. Some war pow­ 
ers were used in ways that Con­ 
gress had not anticipated. 
And there arose in Congress an 


E WSM EN. seeing the Republi­ 
cans organizing smoothly for 
their first domination of Congress 
in 16 years, said to themselves the 
old steam roller was working again. 
Yet it was not like that. The Re­ 
publicans simply have a tradition­ 
al way of closeting their differenc­ 
es behind closed doors and then 
emerging in unanimity.
